In response to the Office Action January 3, 2006, Applicant submits herewith a 
replacement "Listing of Claims" portion of the Amendment filed on September 10, 2003. It is 
believed that the submission of the revised Listing of Claims is in full compliance with the rules 
under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.173(b)(2), (c), and (d). Also, a Supplemental Reissue Declaration is 
submitted herewith. 



Applicants petition for a four (4) month extension of the term and authorizes the charging 
of the $1,480 fee to our Deposit Account No. 19-0733. It is believed no other fee is due to 
consider the listing and enter the Declaration.
